Another piece of advice to sales- 


men 
Is to know thoroughly 
the 


goods they are 
selling. 
This 
is 


something the public would like to 
emphasize. 


The old rule in merchandising, we 


nre sometimes told, was that the 
r'ir. 'i .-'.T must look out for him- 
self. 
That thing became something 


m' .t ^o7,!n in tha "good old times" 
wh;n men and women were "hon- 
es:" to the core. 
But somehow it 


didn't work, and when a few mer- 
chants came along with something 
better they commanded a big share 
of the patronage. 


There is a reason behind 
this. 


The person who goes into a store 
to buy something c: n't know a great 
deal about quality and style; there 
hasn't been time to learn this. The 
public was pleased to turn this re- 
sponsibility over to merchants and 
as-ijunts. 
There was a chance for 


the merchant or the head of a de- 
partment to know, there was little 
chance for the customer who had to 
spend most of his hours at some- 
thing else to make a living. 


In this day we are depending on 


the merchant and 
salespeople 
to 


keep us right as to quality and suit- 
ableness of goods. To this task the 
merchant doubtless gives a good deal 
oJ time and effort, and at this it 
must be ;hat he 
sometimes gets 


fooled. 
But we are expecting him 


and the salespeople to do their best;

And now they tell' us 
about 
a 


strike in England that is to involve 
considerably more than a half mil- 
lion men. 
It Is expected this will 


be on at the same time we have a 
strike of 600,000 miners 
in 
this 


country. Possibly the mess in Eng- 
land should be called a lockout. 


Many rather expected the folks in 


England to get busy and do some- 
thing big to hold up their end of 
tlis strike line. 
In that country 


they have learned to do this kind 
of thing on a big scale, but it is 
h&rd to see that any of them have 
been helping their cause. 


In the news from over the water 


one nowadays is always reading of 
unemployment in England; there is 
more of this note from that little 
island than from all the rest of Bur- 
ope. One has been unable to under- 
stand this, for the reason it is gen- 
| eralfy conceded that better wages 
are offered in England than it is 
possible to get anywhere else 
in 


! Europe. 
In fact English wages are 


next to those paid here in America, 
and we are at the top of the heap. 


Of course there may be a direct 


"elation between high wages and un- 
amployment, but there shouldn't be 
this relation between high wages 
and strikes.

Decatur 


which the assessor values at $5,000 
the assessor first takes 60 per cent 
of that which 
Is ?3,000 
and then 


takes half of the $3,000 which gives 
$1^00 as the- assessed valuation upon 
which Inquirer actually pays tax. 


But If Inquirer's house Is actually 


worth $5.000 and no more the asses- 
sor In all probability will not value It 
at $5,000 but at very much less. The 
writer has in mind at this moment 
two $5,000 properties. 
That, Is, the 


owners value them 
at $5,000 each. 


One Is assessed at $300 and the other 
at 
$601). 
The actual cash value 


placed on these properties was 51,000 
and $2,000 respectively. The

property has the better house and Is 
more desirably located.

Therefore It Is utterly vain to com- 


pare the' tax rate In one state with

basis of valuation. It Is presumed 
that in the table above the St. Louis 
tax committee did first reduce the 
rate In the cities compared to the 
same basis of valuation. But even 
that may he very unfair since no two 
of the seven states represented In 
this table- derives their school rev- 
enue 
In precisely the same way. 


Missouri has a state Insurance tax 
and from this alone St. Louis derives' 
a half million dollars a year. 


There is also In Missouri a jail- 


road scKool fund, a merchants' tax, 
a county fund and a township fund, 
all of which are unknown 
to ua In 


Illinois. This no doubt would ex- 
plain why the 
Los Angeles school 


tax rate Is nearly 
double the St. 


Louis rate. It does not signify that 
Los Angeles Is paying twice as much 
for Its schools as St. Louis, 


The fairest possible basis of com- 


paring the cost of education in two 
cities is to compare the cost per pu- 
pil. 
There Is no late report of the 


St. Louis schools available at 
tho 


momejit, but in Kansas City! a sis- 
ter Missouri city, whoso tax rate, 
according1 to the above table Is only 
ten cents 
higher than that of St. 


Louis, the cost per pupil In the high 
school Is J142.27 and ths cost In the 
grades Is $75.75. 


In Decatur the cost per pupil In the 


high school is $116,85 
and In the 


grades 
$58.77. 
Although 
Kansa-3 


City's tax rate Is shown as 95 cents 
and 
ours at $2.75. While Kansas 


City appears to enjoy a tremendous 
advantage over D*cattrr In a low tax 
rate it must dig up very consider- 
ably more money than Decatur for 
every pupil In Its public schools. 


Going back to the two $5,000 De- 


catur properties 
mentioned above. 


This may not be one of the things 
which puzzles 
Inquirer but 
It Is 


nevertheless Important. How does it 
come that the assessor places a value 
of $1,000 on one and $2,000 on the 
other?

Washington,/D, C:, March 30.—The 


Intimation from France that the par- 
liament of that country IS going to 
Imitate our American Senate and 
Initiate a prerogative of adopting: 
reservations to International treat- 
ies is gravely disturbing. 
We have 


all been assuming, with too much 
complacency, perhaps, that with rat- 
ification by the United States Senate 
the thing Is over and done. But lft« 
a fact that action has not yet been 
taken either by France or by Japan 
on the treaties arising out of the 
Washington conference. 


We have taken ratification by those 


countries for eranted because In the 
past It has always been the practice 
to ratify, without change, any treaty 
negotiated by the competent heads of 
nations. This has been the practice 
as to every country except the United 
States. 


FOLLOWING EXAMPLE. 


It Is now apparent that the lead 


taken by the United States Sena'.e In 
the case of the League of Nations 
a.nd In the case of the present treat- 
ies as well has begun to appeal to 
some of the foreign parliaments as 
a good practice to Imitate, If for no 
better reason than prldo and prerog- 
ative. 


It would do no harm and create no 


confusion if the French parliament 
should restrict 
Itself to adopting 


merely the eame reservation tlxtt the 
American Senate has adopted. But 
if the fundamental matter of the 
naval ratios should be thrown into 
the bolllnff pot of French politics 
something very embarrassing might 
emerge. 


NAVAL RATIO AGAIN. 


The ratio of capital ships given 


to France by 'the Washington con- 
ference was 1.75 as compared to three 
for Japan, five for Great Britain and 
five for the United States. One In- 
timation coming from Paris says 
that tho French parliament may at- 
tempt to raise that nation's ratio to 
2.50. If France does this, Italy Is 
likely to d0 the same. 


At the recent conference Italy took 


the position that she must have tne 
right to have as many ships as 
France. If France should attempt to 
raise her ratio to 2.50, and If Italy 
should attempt to do the same, Great 
Britain would undoubtedly take no- 
tice. 


TWICE AS GREAT. 


. The position of Great Britain at 
the Washington conference was that 
she must have at lea:' as large a 
navy as the combined navies of any 
two European powers. 
If France 


should Insist on 2.50 and Italy should 
do the same, that would give these 
two 
nations, combined, tho same 


number of ships as Great Britain. 


Great Britain might conceivably 


stand for this change, but she cer- 
tainly would not stand for any more. 
France cannot make out a good case 
for a larger ratio than the Washing- 
ton conference gave her. 
' 


WERE WELL TREATED. 


Tho Washington conference treated 


France handsomely. The theory of 
the Washington conference, and the 
only possible theory upon which any 
naval limitation' could be arrived at, 
was to take the actual navies of the 
world as they existed on November 
12, tl}3 opening day of the conference. 
Taking the navies of Great Britain, 
America and Japan as they stood on 
that day, each of these three was 
required to scrap 40 per cent of its 
existing strength. But Franco was 
made an exception. Favor was-shown 
to France, and she was not called 
upon to scrap anything. 


REALLT INCREASED. 


France on November, 12 had about 


164,000 tons of capital ships. If she 
had been treated on the same basis as 
the other three nations and if she 
had been required to scrap 40 per 


cent of her existing itrength, she 
would have been reduced to about 
102,000 tons. In fact she was given 
about 175,000 tons. 


In this respect the treatment of 


France was unique. France was the 
only nation permitted to have ir.or» 
ships In the future than she actually 
had the day the conference opened. 
What France wants to do now Is not 
to take' her standing of Nov. 12 as 
the basis, but go back to a time when 
she had a larger navy relative to the^ 
others, or to look forward to a time 
when she may be able to build n 
larger navy. 


•' WAS SIDESTEPPED. 


This sort of hypothetical situation 


and all this serf of argument aboud 
special needs is exactly the kind oS 
thing (hat was excluded from consld« 
eration In the .Washington conference,/ 
[t was realized that If the Washing- 
ton conference should engage In a de- 
bate about hypothetical navies or 
theoretically adequate navies or spec- 
ial needs It would get nowhere. 


It was a plain question of stopping 


competition or of not stopping compe- 
tition. If it had been decided not to 
stop competition, the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan had and 
have the resources to build navies 
many times the size of any navy that 
France could hope to build. 


LEFT BEHIND. 


If France had been successful at 


the Washington conference in defeat- 
ing the Hughes plan or if she should 
now destroy the results of the confur- 
ence by reservations to the treaties 
she would be hopelessly outdistanced 
in the competitive naval building that 
would result. 


France, of course, has abundant 


reason for unpleasant emotions abouC 
the American senate. Many of her,1 


present troubles were caused by tho 
failure of our senate to ratify tho 
league of nations and the treaty of 
guarantee which 
Wilson 
promised 


France. 


WHO WAS TO BLAME. 


Whether the senate was to blama 


for failing to ratify or whether Wil- 
son was to blame for promising too 
much has been the subject of end- 
less'debate, but whatever the answer 
it is the same to France. France did 
not know about the constitutional 
place of the senate In our treaty 
making. Now that sho has learned It 
to her pain, she shows some dlsposlt- ^ 
ion to Imitate It.

LOO$E COUPLER

Ail set to begin building your radio 


receiving Instrument? 


The first part is the construction 


of the loose coupler. - 


Get a cardboard, tube six and one- 


half inches long and four and one- 
quarter Inches in diameter. This la 
for the primary or stationary coll. 
Take another cardboard tube five 
Snd three-quarter Inches by throo 
and one-Quarter Inches. This Is the 
secondary or sliding coil. 


Give the tubes two coats of shellac

MAIN BASE. 


The main base car be mnrlo of well 


seasoned wood nbout eighteen inches 
long and ten inches wide. For the 
primary supports use pieces about 
nine Inches square. 
One of these 


should be cut through to permit the 
passing In and out of the secondary 
coil. The other should be partly hol- 
lowed for the rear end of the pri- 
mary. 


Now for the winding: 
Start a half-Inch from the end of 


the primary tube. Tighten the wire

Stop 
about half an Inch from *he end of 
the tube and lead wire to binding 
post A which connects with aerial.

The more taps on your secondary 


coll, the more selective the tuning of 
your loose coupler. 


"When the tube Is wound to wtthfn 


a. half Inch of the edge, pull the wire 
through to the Inside and lead by a 
flexible cord to one of the secondary 
binding posts.

connected to the other. 


Make sure that both primary and 


secondary colls are -wound In the 
same dirccl'on. 
After tightly wind- 


Ing colls, apply a very thin coat of 
shellac to hold the wires In place, 


Use a sharp pen knife or hot sol- 


dering iron to scrape off the Insula- 
tion on the primary coll where the 
slider runs. This slider Is mad-e of 
a piece of metal mounted on slider 
rod so fixed that it can move easily 
with small flexible metal strip con- 
tacting on the top of the primary 
coll. 


The next step Is making the fixed

Fourteen Inch 
and smaller 
fish

of the 


other members of the council to the 
need of a screen across the opening 
which should have meshes not larger 
than one Inch squares. 


BARS AT PRESENT. 


The present screen over the open- 


ing Is ono of Iron bars about two 
Inches apart with no cross bars and 
the 
entrance 
of these 
large fish 


shows the 
need of the same sized 


screen which is over the old intake 
in the bed below the dam, one Inch 
square mesh. 


Mr. Ruthrauff, while he does not 


like to have the fish get Into the 
sedimentation 
and 
then 
Into 
the 


centrifugal pumps which send 
the 


water to the filtering beds, said the 
fish will not damage the pumps as 
much as a piece of good solid wood 
which might also slip between the 
bars.

WANTS DAM CLPSED. 


Mr. Ruthrauff also wants the dam 


closed as soon as practicable so that 
the basin below the new dam and
